1 definitely yesterday that British Colum¬ 
bia will back up Ontario and support 
Premier Hepburn’s claim that the Dominion 
Government should vacate the provincial 
income tax field. Mr. Pattullo can consider 
that his proposal is carried unanimously by 
the taxpayers of this province. 

The Premier recalled that British Colum¬ 
bia first imposed an Income tax in 1876, then 
the Dominion took a fancy to the idea and 
Imposed one in 1917 and called it—to be sure 
that It would be popular at the time—a 
temporary war measure. We still have the 
Dominion Income tax collectors with us. 

Mr. Pattullo might have gone further in 
his statement. He could have supported it 
with the fact that the Dominion income tax 
in British Columbia is like the protective 
tariff Imposed on the consumers__of this 
country to aid eastern infant industries. 
That was all right as a temporary encourag¬ 
ing expedient; but, in their comparative 
middle age, large and prosperous industrial 
enterprises are still sheltered behind the 
original tariff wall. 

British Columbians are continuing to pay 
for that protection in the east just as they 
are continuing to pay the "temporary” 
Dominion income tax as well as the pro¬ 
vincial income tax. It is indeed time for a 
change.

THE NEXT WAR IS A MATTER THAT

fish and bear meat—till the bears give out 

However, the next war is not quite so 
important at the moment as the next plague. 
It is possible that with the mellowing influ¬ 
ence of time some—especially the younger 
of us—do not remember what occurred to¬ 
ward the end of the last fracas in France. 
There broke out all over the world a flaming 
fury that the doctors agreed to call Influ¬ 
enza—because they did not know what to 
call It 

It was a thing that killed people suddenly, 
in the street, in their homes, in their clubs. 
They* went black, they turned round twice 
on their heels and they Jell over dead. It 
does not sound very much like influenza. 

In the middle ages a similar scourge 
passed over Europe afg>r certain long wars 
and the people of that day, with their 
capacity for giving things their right name, 
balled it the Black Death. 

In the last war a strip of country a cer¬ 
tain number of miles wide and a great many 
more miles long was filled for four 
years with death, corruption and every 
known form of filth. From that corruption 
the “influenza" that killed almost as many 
people as the war must have arisen.

OTTAWA (CPI—In sympathy 
with the promotion of the 
women’s suffrage bill In the Que¬ 
bec legislature, the advisory com¬ 
mittee of the National Federation 
of Liberal Women of Canada at 
a meeting yesterday extended Its 
support by a message to Mrs.

NEARER TROUBLE FOR 
DELINQUENTS 

On this point the Department 
of Justice and the Federal In- 
come Tax Commissioner, who

are making their last stand. The 
battle, however, is still waging, 
and delinquents under the in- 

| come tax laws are definitely 
- closer to having their short¬ 
comings placed iq the hands of 
Parliament for action than they 
have ever been before. What is 
more, they are likewise closer 
to having the basis of assess¬ 
ment upon which they have been 
taxed submitted to the eagle 
eye of the Federal Auditor-

Appealed to for a decision on 
the legalities involved, the De¬ 
partment of Justice ruled 
against Mr. Gonthier.

BABSON PARK, Florida This 
current period of industrial re¬ 
cession shows how sensitive the 
business cycle is. Each phase 
brings its own special opporruni 
ties. People with foresight and 
courage who bought securities 
and commodities and started new 
enterprises in 1932 have estab¬ 
lished fortunes. We have a similar 
opportunity today -in a smaller 
way. Right now cash is a "sale" 
and raw materials and securities 
are a "buy.” Those who are buy¬ 
ing and investing today are doing 
themselves a good turn. 

Advertising is to mass distrl-! 
bution what the machine is to 
mass production. Right now. for 
instance. It deserves a good share 
of credit for the comparatively 
excellent volume of retail trade. 
"Salet" cannot move goods unless 
customers know about them. I 
think that merchants and manu 
facturers now realize this more 
than they did in 1929. Not only 
should purchasing power be in 
flated. but the will to buy should 
be encouraged. Advertising is the 
last item to cut in your sales 
budget unless you want to close 
up shop. 

Cutting prices is just as essen¬ 
tial as. maintaining or stepping 
up your advertising quotas. 
Despite its early 1938 slap in the 
face, purchasing power is still 
satisfactory, although I expect 
that the year 1938 will average 
under 1937. Farm income may 
be dow-n, factory payrolls may be 
lower and there may be a sharp 
break in dividend payments. How¬ 
ever. the drop in Income on the 
average nedd not mean substan¬ 
tially less goods fob everyone this 
year. Why? Because merchan¬ 
dise "sales" and cheaper food bills 
can go a long way toward off¬ 
setting the drop in the average 
family's income. If you give 
careful attention to your personal 
and household buying this year 
I think you will come very close 
to matching your 1937 living stan¬ 
dard. 

THREE BUYING RULES 

I have three specific sugges¬ 
tions along this line for the 
months ahead. First, shop care¬ 
fully for your food. Always stock 
up on "sale" days on your staple. 
Watch the clothing, shoe and 
other merchandise sales, although 
look carefully before you leap. 
Third, make a simple budget and 
stick to it! Remember, "A dollar 
saved is a dollar earned." There 
Is no easier way to increase your 
income 10 per cent than by care- 
fWfir buying all goods from 
tomato soup to Oriental rugs! 
Follow these purchasing rules 
and this will be not too bad a 
year!

Member of Crew of Light¬ 
house Boat Albemi Loses 
Life in North 

PRINCE RUPERT (CP)—One 
member of the crew of the light¬ 
house tender Alberni drowned 
yesterday and two others barely 
escaped a similar fate when a 
landing boat capsized in the surf 
at Ivory Island lighthouse in Mll- 
banke Sound. 

John Desmeulles, employed 
temporarily as deckhand on the 
Alberni,' was caught in the surf 
as the small boat went over. 
Second Officer D. R. Barclay and 
Deckhand Lewis*Wide were also 
thrown Into the water but man¬ 
aged to save themselves by cling¬ 
ing to the capsized boat. 

The body of Desmeulles, Well 
known as a tugboat master in 
northern waters, was recovered 
10 minutes later but efforts at 
artificial respiration failed. 

Captain Harry Ormiston of the 
Alberni sent a wireless report of 
the accident to Prince Rupert and 
then headed for Ocean Falls to 
turn the body over to the coroner. 

Desmeulles, about 60, was of 
French-Canadlan birth and had 
been living at Prince Rupert for 
a number of years. He was for¬ 
merly In the service of the 
Armour Salvage Company and at 
one time was captain of the 
Salvage Princess and other ves¬ 
sels of that company's fleet

In-1914 proved the ultimate test 
of the doctrines of Socialist Ora¬ 
tor Jean Leon Jaures. 

For months Jaures battled to 
prevent the entrance of France 
Into the war. He sought Socialist 
co-operation In the European cabi¬ 
nets, but in vain. His final move 
was a resolution calling for up¬ 
rising by the masses In the event 
that war was declared. Since 
this was tantamount to revolu¬ 
tion, this also failed of victory 
And In the midst of his bitter 
fight Jaures was assassinated by 
a French Chauvinist. 

Jaures ranked as one of the 
greatest orators in French his¬ 
tory and among her leading re¬ 
formist Socialists. Early he ex¬ 
hibited Socialist tendencies. In 
1893 he was elected as a Social 
ist to the Chamber of Deputies 
and soon became the leader of 
the Reformist wing of the party 
When Capt Alfred Dreyfus was

VrtHAT pleasure can there be In 
winter on the Forbidden 
Plateau when snowdrifts and icy 
winds make It forbidding and for¬ 
bidden in earnest?" 

Doubtless people who have 
seen only the summer loveliness 
would ask some such question 
about a trip so bold-sounding as a 
winter crossing of the Forbidden 
Plateau to climb Mount Albert 
Edward, the highest mountain yet 
attempted on Vancouver Island, 
in winter. 

But mountains and snow and 
(kis make a magical combination 
— sports writers have hardly 
guessed it, but skiers outnumber 
devotees of any other form of 
spdrt. 

Mount Albert Edward had been 
the objective of several unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts by members of 
the Comox District Mountaineer¬ 
ing Club, under leadership of R. 
Idiens. 

Miss Ethne M. Gale of Saanich- 
ton and Capt. Rex Gibson of Ed¬ 
monton had visited Mount Bechet I 
at the edge of the Forbidden 
Plateau with Mount Albert Ed- 
ward in mind. My wife and I [ 
appreciated an invitation to join 
then; in a definite attempt on the 
mountain, although we had no 
delusions about January weather 
probabilities in the mountains. 

A story had been circulated' 
that Miss Gate, Capt Gibson and 
Mrs. F. G. Maurice lost them- 
. selves on Mount Becher . No. 
climbing associate of Gibson 
would believe it But Eugene 
Croteau exacted a pledge that we 
take a local guide when he gave 
us the key to his cabin at Croteau 
Lake at 4,000 feet on the Plateau. 
Getting a guide to our liking took 
some time, so that night we went 1 
"to snore upon the hospitable 
floor" of Mr. and Mrs. Grelg at 
Royston. Mr. and Mrs. Sillence 
found a bed for two of us, so we 
tried to refrain from snoring. 

Next morning, Len Rossiter, 
the experienced Forbidden Pia-, 
teau guide, arret'd to come along, 
although not quite recovered 
lrom a severe skiing Injury. 

At the Forbidden Plateau Lodge, 
2,100 feet, we met Mr. and Mrs. -

Richard Idiens we accused of 
bringing a blizzard on his heels 
when he joined us near midnight.

To illustrate. Chase asked 100 people 
what the word "Fascism” meant to them. 
The result will horrify anyone who has faith 
in the accuracy of spoken and written lan¬ 
guage. So, continues Chase, what do you 
mean by "money," "freedom," “justice." 
"democracy"? And do you think that when 
you use these words they are likely to mean 
the same thing to any given listener as they 
do to you? 

If they don't, what chance have we to run 
as complex a civilization as we have today? 
Hence Chase's plea for a science of seman¬ 
tics, which Is a *4 word for the study of the 
meanings, the variations and changes of 
meanings, of words. He would like to see 
some of the accuracy and universality of the 
languages of mathematics and music applied 
to the.language of words. 

After expounding his general philosophy 
of semantics. Chase gets down to cases and 
pays his respects to philosophers, econ¬ 
omists, lawyers and judges, statesmen and 
writers (including himself), for their use of 
glittering words to hypnotize the unthinking. 

It is all very sweet stuff, and the beauty 
of ills, that lor every reader of Chase's most 
important book thus far, there will be one 
less of those unthinking people who bow 
down to abstract words as to a golden calf 
beclouded by the altar smoke of ambiguity.

BASIC PRINCIPLE SAME 

A LTHOUGH the basic principle 
is still the same, the com¬ 
plex wire network In use today, 
with Its operating equipment, 
scarcely resembles the equip¬ 
ment of half a century ago.

The keys 
either send the message directly 
or, more commonly, punch a 
tape with appropriate holes.

On and near the top of Anur¬ 
adha Pura, which is about 1,000 
feet high, are the ruins of tem¬ 
ples and a monastery built by 
order of King Tissa. One of these 
is a dome shaped building more 
than 150 feet high. 

On top of the dome scores of 
trees have grown. Just how the 
soil got there is something of a 
mystery. Perhaps the wind blew 
sand and dust there, dropping 
the sediment In worn parts of 
the dome. At any rate, the trees 
were found there in modem 
times. It Is supposed the seeds 
were dropped by birds, or else 
blowm there by the wind.

FARMING AT 80 


A. M. Bowman, Who Made Dividends Off Hundreds 
of Acres,.Makes Living Off Two-and-one-half Acres

Expert Gives Advice in 
Most Important Work 
of Agriculture 

COR THE present at least, soil is 
* the most Important element 
In agriculture. If and when 
scientists perfect soilless agri¬ 
culture with which they are now 
experimenUng, there may be iy> 
need to worry about the condi¬ 
tion of the soil, but in this year of 
1938 it is the main consideration 
of the farmer. 

Unfortunately there are no hard 
and fast rules which can be ap¬ 
plied to the care of the soil. It is 
an art which is acquired mainly 
through experience. 

However, there are a few gen¬ 
eral principles which should be 
helpful to the farmer. According 
to Paul C. Black, most of the soils 
on the island, and for that matter 
on the lower mainland as well, 
are deficient in phosphates. This 
has been shown to be a feet by a 
comprehensive soil analyses. 

Any soil w hich is-dayey is not 
likely to need potash. Sandy soils 
and light loams, however, often 
require potash.

A NEW METHOD of handling ( 
** poultry in cold storage, 
likely to be of great value to Can¬ 
adian exporters, was proved at 
the National Research Council 
Building in Ottawa recently, 
when a box of frozen chickens 
was taken from a storage vault 
after 14 months—with not a 
“freezer burn" on them. 

This new method, developed 
over the past five years by Dr. 
\7. H. Cook, eliminates the pock 
marks or "freezer burns” which 
ordinarily appear after a few 
weeks of storage, reducing sale- 
ability because of the birds’ spotty 
appearance. 

Before these Investigations, 
various theories were advanced 
for the spots, from bacteria to 
chemical reaction. This series of 
studies finally revealed the cause 
as surface loss of moisture dur¬ 
ing storage, freezers being dry 
by reason of the condensation ef 
moifture on the freezing colls. 

Several methods of surfacing 
the birds to keep their moisture 
in were possible, by oiling or glaz¬ 
ing with Ice. Both methods, how¬ 
ever, had disadvantages in retail 
ing. After months of tests, a wax 
paper lining in the packing box 
was completely sealed, with yes¬ 
terday’s successful result 

The birds came out of their 
14-month freezing without a spot 
and their color scarcely darkened. 
Major-General A. G. L McNaugh- 
ton, chairman of the National 
Research Council, said it would 
enable Canadian exporters to 
store their birds until the off¬ 
season for poultry raised right 
in the United Kingdom, which is 
after the first of the year. It 
- would also improve the condition 
of birds shipped long distances 


I JP-TO-DATE garden tools can 
now be had for every opera¬ 
tion. The selection must be left 
with the individual, also the sub 
sequent treatment, for on the 
latter depends the lime and labor 
saved and the efficiency of the 
tool. 

The size and weight of the tool 
to be acquired has much to do 
with the physical strength of the 
user. In a strong man's hands 
we have seen spades buckle like 
so much paper, - rake and hoc 
handles snapped and the prongs 
of cultivators absolutely ruined. 
Of course rarefui usage would 
have probably avoided such a 
catastrophe. 

On the other hand, heavy tools 
to the one who is less robust are 
unwieldly, tiring, and delay oper¬ 
ations. The last few years has 
seen great strides In the produc¬ 
tion of new and more suitable 
garden tools. 

They have been manufactured 
with a view to strength coupled 
with lightness which means more 
and efficient work at a less ex¬ 
penditure of energy. A tool-shed 
should be provided with hangers, 
nails or pegs, on which to hang 
the implements. If each is al¬ 
ways put in the same place one 
can expect to find them any 
I time they are wanted. ' 


Second hand tools are usually 
worn out and are not of any 
further use. It is better to buy 
new ones. Half a spade is better 
than none, but it takes a full- 
size fool to dig the ground to 
the depth it should be worked. 
Rustless and bendless spades 
have appeared on the market 
which should be a boon to any 
gardener, especially the careless 
ones. 

Paint is a good preserver and 
the life of wooden handled tools 
may be considerably extended by 
its application We have painted 
the handles of tools green, but it 
would be better to do them in 
red. as they can be seen much 
easier when left in the garden. 

"When not in immediate use 
on a job, stand all tools up¬ 
right to save one from accidents, 
usually one blow on the nose, 
from a rake stepped on is fair 
warning. 

Whilst the hose pipe is more 
of an appliance than a tool, we 
may mention that frbm experi¬ 
ence we find it more economical 
to put the regular water pipe 
through the garden, placing taps 
at convenient distances and using 
the minimum of rubber hose. 

Dragging 50 or 100 feet of ht«e 
pipe through a garden is rather 
a disagreeable Job and with more 
taps the shorter length of 25 feet 
is sufficient 


Turnover of Egg 
Co-ops. Is Large 


There are now 26 farmers’ 
co-operative egg and poultry as- 
sociation In eastern Ontario, 
which since the first one was 
established on December 1, 1934, 
at Kemptvilie, have paid up to 
the end ol December, 1937, a 
total of $473,690.46 to the pro¬ 
ducers for their eggs and poultry. 

It was not until September 24, 
1935, that the second association 
began business at Finch and by 
the end of that year only 1,978 
cases of eggs (30 dozen to the 
case) were handled. In 1936 
more new associations were 
formed and during the year mar¬ 
keted 20,437 cases ol eggs, 9,663 
pounds of live poultry and 93.920 
pounds of dressed poultry. Last 
year the 26 associations sold 
42,563 cases of eggs, 45555 
pounds of live poultry and 178523 
pounds of dressed poultry, an 
increase of 107 per cent in eggs 
and 116 per cent in poultry 
handled over 1936. i

Sees Advance In 
Sheep Industry 

Growing demand for Canadian 
sheep for- export indicates Can¬ 
ada is approaching a position of 
prestige similar to that In Greut 
Britain, where stock of sufficient 
excellence in bred type may be 
purchased, according to A. A. 
MacMillan, associate chief of 
field services In the federal agri¬ 
culture department. 

At present the Canadian sheep 
Industry has been developed to 
much the same position as the 
industry in the- British Isles, 
where the home product is so’d 
as fresh lamb and commands a 
substantial premium over any 
Imported frozen product. , 


Chemical fertilizers sold in 
Canada are required by law to 
contain the amounts of nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash guar¬ 
anteed by the manufacturer or 
importer. 

For example a 2-12-6 fertilizer 
must contain 2 per cent of nitro¬ 
gen, 12 per cent of available 
phosphoric acid and 6' per cent 
of potash. This is required so 
that farmers and other buyers 
may he sure of obtaining good 
value for their money outlay. 

Each year hundreds of samples 
are analyzed by the official 
analysts and the results published 
so that the public may see for 
itself the reeofd of each of the 
fertilizer companies in meeting 
their guarantees. The results 
of 1937 are now available and 
when carefully studied few 
failures to meet the required 
guarantee are to be found.

“THE NEIGHBORHOOD 
1 of Lethbridge was quite 
interesting. The town was built 
on the prairie, but overlooking 
the valley of the St. Mary's 
River. To the east, south and 
north the horizon was a straight 
line, but to the west the peaks of 
the Rockies showed up beauti- 
-fully. It was a pleasant change 
from the dead-level prairie. The 
view of the mountains from 
Lethbridge was finer than from 
Fort Macleod, although jthe lat¬ 
ter was 30 miles nearer. The 
notable peak in that part of the 
range was Qhlef Mountain at the 
head of the Waterton (then 
called the Kootenay) River. It 
was only about 7,000 feet, but 
stood out in advance of the rest 
of the range. It was a wonderful 
guide and common expressions 
used were “Keep Chief Moun¬ 
tain to your right" or “to your 
left," or "Go straight towards 
Chief Mountain,? as the case 
might be. 

Near Lethbridge, about 15 or 
16 years before (about 1871) had 
been fought a bitter fight be¬ 
tween Indians—the last one to 
occur in Canada; I believe be¬ 
tween the Peigans and Bloods 
and the South Peigans and Gros 
Ventre.
